Northern News _The Iron=Clads.

We are indebted to the courtesy of A. A. Gen. C.
D. Myers for & copy of the New York Herald of the
13th. Most of the news it bricgs has been anticipated,
bat the following, relating to the arrival of the iron-
clads at Beaufort may be interesting te our people.—
The Iass of the Monitor is confirmed : —

Beavrorr, N. C., Jan. 3, 1863.

The ironclad Paesaic lies a2t anchor in Beaufort
Roads. I learn that she suffered considerably on her
passage down, in tow of the State ¢f Georgia, and at
one time was on the point of being abandoned. The
water was then making rapid 'eadway upon kher, and
all hopes of keeping it from the firee was given up,
when one of the cfficers, reported to me to be the en-
gineer, urged another rallyon all the pumps. All
hands, officers and créw, wen. to werk, and finally suc-
ceeded in keeping ber free until the storm abated.

THE TRANEPORT MONTEBELLO,

having on board the Fifty-sixth New York Volun'eers,
(Colonel Van Wyck's regiment,) left in tow of the
steamer Cahawba, Captain Baker, and got along
smoothly until Wednesday lart, the 31st ult. Daring
the gale on that day the bhawsers parted, and, the run-
ning out of others being attended with great dapger
and difficalty, the transport coutinuned her voyage under
sail. Both the Mooitor and Passaic could be seen
from the Montebello daring the gale. 1hey were then
pitching heavily, ana w re [requently so deeply sub-
merged that but part of their turrets could be seen.—
The Montebello arrived safely with her troops, all well.

Beavrorr, N. C., Jan. 6, 1863.
1%e Iron-ciad Biontavk on Shcckleford Shoals, and nff
Again all Safe and Sound..

The iron-clad Moutauk, Captuin Worden, from New
York via Fortress Mooroe, attempted to enter the bar-
bor yesterday morning in charge of a coast pilot, and
struck on Shackleford Shoals. The accident was occa-
gioned by the migplacement of & buoy. The Montauk
remained fast until six o’clock ir the eveniog, when, by
the assistance of the taghoats John P. Freeborn, Capt
Almy ; Joba P. Levy, Captain Rogers, and gunboat
Miami, she was got afloat, snd towed into the harbor,
‘aochoring abreast of Fort Macon. She was entiiely
unipjured- Quartermaster Bowen, of this post, is enti-
tled to great credit for the promptoess and efficiency
with which he discharged his duties in revdering assie
tance to the Montsuk. He was personally thavked by
Oaptain Woerden for his timely aid. The wind was
freshening, with a heavy sea, and every prospeet of a
gale, when the Mootauk was so happily delivered from
the bank of sand in which she was embedded.

The Montauk left Fortress Monroe on the 2d inst.,
about three P. M., in tow of the gunboat James Adger.
The sea was smooth and weather calm. On Saturday,
the 5d, about eight A. M., the hawser parted, and she
was left adriit. 'T'he weather continning favorable, with
every prespect of its continuance, Captain Worden con-
claded to work into Besufort without the aid of the Adg-
er. Subsequently was made fast again to the Adger ;
but on Sunday morning, about eight o'clock, the haw-
ser again parted ; and, being then inside of Cape Look-
out, Capt. Worden, for the second time, determined to
enter the barbor without the aid of a tow, which bhe
would have succeeded in doing had not the misplace-
ment of the buoy deceived the pilot. She went on the
point of the shoal only about the distance of her own
width from deep water aboutan bour after she parted
from the Adger. Before getting oft she baa tc transfer
ber sbot and sheil to the tugs. Her o« wiest anchor
was slipped, but will be recovered to-osy. ['he Mon-
tauk is unstrained, and ready for immediste service.

Daring the same period, the interest bearing Treas-
